With reſpect to the Article of Tallot, it | 


may be doubted by ſome whether the 
prohibitory Law is in Force from 
the following Circumſtances, viz. 

The prohibitory Law is 18 Eliz. Sub- 
ſequent to that Law (namely in the 
Book of Rates 12 Car. II.) Tallow is 
CHARGED WITH DUTY ON ExPORTA- 
TION; from which it might be in- 
ferred, that the Article could be le- 
gally exported on Payment of Duty. 

The 12 Car. II. does nothing but merely 
charge the Article with Duty, 

The Queſtion therefore which may be 
made is, Whether the mere Impaſition 
of Duty, on an Article which ſtood 
PROHIBITED BEFORE THAT DUTY WAS 
IMPOSED, will amount to a RęPEAL of 
the prohibitory Law. 

To obtain a full and ſatisfactory Deciſion 
on this Queſtion, many of the old 
Laws have been looked into, and 
ſome early Writers (though indeed 
there are but few on Revenue) have 
been conſulted. | 


In Forſter's Digeſt of the Laws relating 


to Cuſtoms, Trade and Navigation, 


publiſhed near Seventy Years ago, 
under the Article of Brandy, pages 
213 and 214, are the following Words, 
(taken verbatim) viz.

HE Laws relating to the Conveyance of Goods in general 

Coaſtwiſe are not numorous ; the great Object of thoſe 
Laws is to guard againſt Fraud, by making Regulations to 
prevent Goods from being taken out of this Country under 
Colour or Pretence of carrying the ſame Coaſtwiſe, The firſt 
general Law was 13 and 14 Car. II. reſtricting the Conveyance 
of all Goods whatever; but it was found to be too general, 
and therefore the Trade was relieved from its Reſtrictions with 
Regard to certain Articles carried within the Limits of the 
Port of London. Relief was alſo given in the Trade between 
Cowes, Southampton and Portſmouth, and alſo on the Remoral 


of Lime, Limeſtone, &c. and finally, in the Year 1792, an v! 
Act was paſſed for the general Relief of that extenſive Branch 


of Trade carried on by the Coaſters, and the Trade was 


relieved in as great a Latitude as it could poſſibly be, conſiſtent 
with the Safety of the Country and the Security of the Revenue.
